to the governor's office where the 
governor and his deputy were bound 
and gagged. 


The visitors proceeded to release 


Griffith and others of the prisoners, 
and were returning 
to their 
car 


when they encountered n party of 
auxiliaries. 
Meantime a sentry in 


th prison became suspicious and 
fired a shot. 


On heaving this the raiders de 


camped without the prisoners, bu1 
took the armored car which late 
was found a.bandoned. 


Arthur Griffith was arrested in 


Dublin, Nov. 26, 
and lodged 
i: 


Mount Joy prison. The grounds for 
his arrest were not 
given 
at thi 


time, but it was explained later tha' 
it was due to the desire of the gov- 
ernment to learn if he was responsi 
b.'.o for the alleged employment o:
